Dear Mrs. Norweb: 

You will recall that we met for a moment at New Netherlands 
Coin Company a year or so ago and I know that you are sin- 
cerely interested in colonial coinage, just as I am. 

fthen I wrote my article on Continental Currency Coinage, I 
certainly wish I had had photographs of your specimen with 
the ornament as I had to use a poor picture. 

At the present time I am working on an article covering the 
coinage at Kachin’s Kill. This will include the imitation 
British halfpence and their mulings, as coined there, the 
Connecticut cents which may have been coined there, the Vermont 
cents which were coined there. New York coinage, and the vari- 
ous tie-ins with the Nova Constellatic coinage. 

I have checked a great many collections in the country and 
have photographed several hundred coins for this article. 

It is entirely possible that your collection contains die 
varieties of which I am not aware and I am wondering whether 
you would be kind enough to let me know of any pieces along 
this line which you may have. 

I have photographs of new varieties of the Non Vi of the 
Immunls Columbia and others. I am particularly interested 
in any so-called counterfeits of Novas, Connecticut cents, 
British halfpence and other colonial coppers. I would like 
to obtain some of this information from you in a manner 
which would be as convenient for you as possible. Perhaps 
you have an inventory which I might borrow and return and 
perhaps you could describe any of the unusual pieces in your 
collection and I will appreciate any suggestions you have as 
to how the information can be made available.

Frankly, my article will be intended to show that Machin's 
Mill was endeavoring to get a franchise from the Federal 
Government and was making patterns for that purpose with 
dies some of which were made in England and some of which 
were made in America. Many of the English dies were brought 
to America and used for striking here. Pending the securing 
of a Federal franchise the coiners had to make a living and 
made Vermont cents as well as imitation British halfpence, 
they also made the New York tokens in an effort to obtain 
a franchise for New York. I have found that the Inimica, 
Immuni8 and Immune coinage is tied in by letter punches to 
the Nova coinage. I have likewise tied together certain 
New York, Vermont, Connecticut and Imitation British coppers. 

Would you look over your collection and see whether you have 
pieces* which 1 might not have been able to find. I will 
sincerely appreciate your cooperation.

I do remember our brief meeting in the New 
Netherlands Coin Company and would like to give 
you all the help possible in your worthy endeavor. 

I too have wished you could have had photo- 
graphs of our Continental Coinage as besides the 
floreated cross there are two which are supposed to 
be unique. In any event we have not heard of the 
other examples. 

The third paragraph of your letter is most in- 
teresting but you will have to elaborate. I do not 
know which of the Connecticut cents (Miller numbers) 
or the Vermont (Ryder numbers) or the New York, or 
the Nova Constellatios are Machin's Mill or British 
mulings. On the last I have my own list of what I 
believe ai*e British mulings but unfortunately I am 
no expert. 

As to the counterfeits I have quite a collec- 
tion in the field in which you are interested but 
again I would like to know if you mean fabrications, 
mulings or out and out counterfeits. 

It would be very difficult at the present time 
to send you an inventory of our Colonials because 
they amount to about 900 coins but if you will tell 
me more specifically what you want, so as to narrow 
the field, I will be delighted to let you know what 
I have together with any notes I have made. 

I think I have several pieces which you might 
not find such as the New Hampshire, the Higley, the 
Immune Columbia (both types) and several interesting 
mulings. However, as I said, give me a more precise 
indication of what you want and I will try to help.

X am most appreciative of your willingness to help in clari- 
fying the phases of Colonial coinage which I am working on 
and I know you will be as Intrigued with the subject as I am. 

It has been neglected because virtually no documentary evi- 
dence exists except the partnership agreement for Machin's 
Mills coin production and such activities were concealed be- 
cause of the production of imitation English halfpence to 
make expenses. 

As to Vermonts, do you have any others than the 3? varieties 
in the Richardson revision of Ryder’s list or any counterfeit 
Vermont? Of these, as you know, Ryder 13 and 31 are mulings 
with American made British halfpence and Ryder' 1 is an American 
made muling with a British made die. 

I an enclosing for your examination five imitation which are 
definitely Machin’s Mills and as you will note resemble work- 
manship on Vermont and Connecticut coppers. Do you have any 
halfpence dated from 1776 to 1788 and, if so, would you let me 
know? 

As to 1705-8 Connecticuts, do you have any counterfeits or any 
varieties unlisted in Miller? Do you have any mulings of 
Connecticut dies with anything else like the Georgius III Rex - 
Connecticut 1788 Reverse D? 

You stated you had two types of Immune Columbia. I would like 
to know if these are Crosby VII-30 and VII-31 (or some other 
combination) and in what metal they are - also if you have 
mulings of the die other than Ryder 1 and the Georgius III Rex 
(VII-32) as illustrated in the Standard Catalogue.

My dear Mr. Newman: 

I only hope you can appreciate my feelings 
when I found your letter and coins on my desk 
this afternoon with the letter dated December 28th. 
There is so much in that letter which I would like 
to take up with you but have only a brief amount of 
time before leaving for Egypt and the King Farouk 
Sale. However, here are some quick jottings which 
may be of some interest until my return the first 
week in April. 

I have nothing in the Vermonts that has not 
been illustrated in the Standard Catalogue, except 
the Ryder 5 with sun on the left. All that I have, 
believe it or not, are two examples or perhaps I 
should say one and a half because one is so bad 
that I am thoroughly ashamed of it. 

In the Connecticuts I have five which are un- 
listed in Miller or it may be I have slipped up in 
their identification. Anyhow I believe you would be 
interested in seeing them. 

As to the New Hampshires I have two, one with 
large harp and the other with small harp, not illus- 
trated in the Standard but illustrated in Crosby. 

In the Immune Columbia series I have the very 
rare one with Nova Constelatio, blunt rays, which 
is not listed in Crosby and of which only one other 
has been recorded. That was in the Ely Sale at the 
turn of the century. I strongly suspect this coin 
is the Ely coin. The A.N.S. has photographs of it 
as I left it with them for study.

I have an Immunis Columbia of 1787, the reg- 
ular one, and another one about which I have been 
dubious. The 1786 Immunis Columbia I am perfectly 
sure is definitely a counterfeit or a forgery as 
the weight is all wrong. 

Finally I do want to tell you that I have 
three Fugios which do not correspond to anything 
in your excellent pamphlet and on which I would be 
very glad to have your opinion. 

Having enumerated all these coins I am truly 
sorry that I can not send you any of them at this 
moment nor even make a rubbing. This morning I 
took them all down to the bank for safe keeping 
until my return and will not have time to get at 
them until after I come home. I am writing the 
A.N.S. to give you any photographs you may wish 
so please feel free to write them. 

When I return I do hope it may be possible 
for you to stop in Cleveland and take a look at 
some of my problem children.

Dear Sir: 

I am writing a monograph for the American Numismatic Society in- 
volving certain coins made for American U3e by English token 
manufacturers. These coins are the Nova Constellatio series of 
1783 and 1785 and the mulings of that series with Immune Columbia 
1785. The die varieties of the Nova Constellatio are described 
in Crosby’s “Early Coins of America” and most of them are illus- 
trated there . 

I would like to know from your records whether you can tell which 
manufacturer made this series of coins in Birmingham. 

I have also noticed that the same die maker who made the Nova 
Constellatio die also made the die for the Inimica Tyrannis 
Americana and the Confederatio dies. This is evident from the 
defective "s« punch and the unusually wide "o” used for all of 
these coins. It has been one of the interesting features of 
American numismatics as to whether those dies were sent to 
America after they had been used for making a few patterns in 
England and I would like to know what specimens of these issues 
you might have in your collection and what information might be 
available as to the source from which they came . 

A friend of mine, Mrs. R. Henry Norweb, plans to come to the 
British Museum next month and she will look into certain phases 
of British American issues also.

Dear Sir: 

My letter of February 5, 195k was answered on February 
18, 195k, on your behalf, indicating that you would re- 
turn shortly and two additional items which you could 
help me on have come to my attention. 

I have conducted considerable research on counterfeit 
British halfpence and have concluded that practically 
all of those dated between 1776 and 1788 are of American 
manufacture. By counterfeit British halfpence I mean 
those which contain the identical design and legends 
which the genuine pieces contained even though the 
genuine pieces might not have existed for the particular 
date involved} however, certain counterfeit British halfpence 
dated 1781 and 1785 appear to be of British manufacture 
and others of 1776, 178k, etc. are of doubtful origin. 

Does your collection include any counterfeit British 
halfpence dated between 1776 and 1788? If so, 1 would 
appreciate that information and Mrs. Norweb will have 
a picture of them taken. No doubt you have an enormous 
quantity of counterfeit halfpence dated between 1770 
aad 1775, if you keep those counterfeits, and I would 
like to know whether you do. From the point of view 
of American numismatics these counterfeits are merely 
token money and do not carry the slur of being counter- 
feits of your coinage. I have over 100 different t 
varieties of these counterfeit halfpence in my own col- 
le ction . 

I previously wrote a monograph for the Coin Collectors' 
Journal on the Continental currency coinage of 1776 
and I was unable to determine whether these coins were 
of British or American origin. 

The finding of any unusual dies or patterns in your col- 
lection would be important and I would, therefore, 
appreciate it if you would advise me exactly what coins 
of that issue you might have in your collection indi- 
cating the medal, the spelling of the word "currency” 

(3 spellings) and whether there is any ornamentation 
adjacent to the date. 

As you can see, I am endeavoring to untangle certain 
British Amer icarfe oin age pro blems which have remained 
unanswered through the years and your cooperation will 



be most appreciated. In the questions I am asking in this 
letter and in my letter of February 5, I hope I have not put

No, you have not hurt my feelings by tell- 
ing me that the Noe 19 Oak Tree sixpence is a 
forgery. Once I saw Baldwin’s piece I felt 
pretty sure that it was and when I saw a second 
one in London it became a certainty. 


As to the New England shilling with ob- 
verse Noe 1 and with the so-called new obverse 
I can have two opinions. There is something 
- intangible I do not like about it and I am not 
sure myself whether it is its thickness or 
color. Dick Picker feels very strongly that 
the reverse is a new die but I am not convinced. 
I have seen a slipped punch which did give the 
same variation as from reverse Noe. 1. 


You asked me if I have anything new or in- 
teresting in the Massachusetts silver line, and 
the answer is I do not know what you call new. 
Since there are always interesting things where 
coins are concerned, I am enclosing a list of 
the ones that I have. If you want the weights 
of any of these do let me know as soon as you 
can as the end of the week I will be going down 
to the vault to pull out the coins that I want 
to weigh. 


What are you doing this summer? As soon 
as I get cleared away with guests and meetings 
I am free and am tempted to get on a train for 
St. Louis with my coins and spend an evening 
with you.
